WASHINGTON7, June 27-—America's 


class ot 1918 stood at attention today 
as the numbers assigned to each young 
man attaining his majority in the year 
ending last June 5, were drawn in the 
national draft lottery. 


Historic events of a little less than 


a year ago were repeated as from a 
large glass bowl in a. committee room 
of 
the senate 
office 
building were 


drawn the numbers representing 744,- 


. 500 youths, the majority of whom with- 


in a few months will be enrolled in 
the forces fighting for democracy and 
against Prussianism. 


Secretary Baker, members of 
the 


senate and house military commitees 
and other high government 
officials, 


witnessed the drawing by blind-folded 
men of the little capsules from the 
bowl, each of the capsules containing 
a "master number" to be applied in 
the 4500 registration districts of the 
country, according to the total regis- 


, tration. 


The setting for the lottery waa a. 


replica of that of July 20 last, when 
the drawing of 10,500 numbers deter- 
mined the liability for service of ap- 
proximately 
10.000,000 men. In 
the 


country at large, there was little of the 
excitement that 
attended the 
first 


drawing. A year of war had served 
to calm the American people. 
The 


lack 
of 
excitement, 
however, 
was 


largely occasioned by tile fact that to- 
day's drawing was tr.iught, with only 
slight, significance, owing- to the ques- 
tionnaire method of classification. 
Questionnaires Being Sent Out 
. 
Today's drawing was to determine 


only the relative summoning to the 
colors of the new registrants as finally 
classified by the local boards under 
the questionnaire system. All of the 
youths whose numbers were drawn to- 
day will be assigned to the various five 
classes on the basis of information 
furnished in the questionnaires now 


. being mailed out. The new "registrants 


will be placed at the foot of the list 
in each class in their respective dis- 


. tricts, in the order in which their 


numbers are drawn today. In that re- 
spect, only will today's drawing af- 
fect the registrants. 
Will Bo Called This Year 


Statements made recently hy Provost 


Marshal General Crowder and Secre- 
tary Bakp.r indicate, that all of the 
new registrants placed in Class One, 
will be called before the end of "the 
year. Accordingly, not more than a 
few months will elapse at the most 
between the calling of men in Class 
One, 
whose numbers are among those 


drawn first and those whose numbers 
are among the last to be taken from 
the bowl. 


The first few numbers to he. drawn 


were taken from the bowl shortly after 
n.30 o'clock by Secretary Baker. Later 
attaches of the office of Provost Mar- 
shal General Crowder were blindfold- 
ed and withdrew the capsules from the 
bowl. As the numbers were 
drawn, 


they'were announced and written on a 
large blackboard. When the 
black- 


board was filled, it was removed to 
he photographed and another substi- 
tuted. This operation was 
repeated 


during the more than three hours re- 
quired for the drawing. 
Only 1200 Numbers Drawn 


In comparison with the 10,500 num- 


bers required to be drawn a year ago, 
only 3200 numbers were drawn today. 
The district having the largest num- 
ber of men registered June 5. reported 
somewhat less than 1000 registrants- 
To provide for late registrants 
and 


emergencies it was decided to draw 
1200 
numbers. 
In the larger number 


of the districts, however, only the low- 
er numbers will apply. 


Official lists of the numbers drawn, 


based on tin: photographs taken of the 
blackboards, will be sent within a few 
days to all local draft boards to be 
used in placing the men when 
the 


questionnaires have been returned. 


"The master numbers" drawn today 


apply to the numbers on the registra- 
tion cards of the registrants. 
In the 


drawing of a year ago. serial numbers 
were, assigned, but this was deemed 
unnecessary in the present drawing 
because of the [ewer registrants and 
of the less importance attached to the 
order 
in 
which 
the 
numbers are 


drawn.

Lowell Men Included in Draft 


Lottery at Washington To- 


day Registered on June 5 


Largest Number of Registrants 


in Any One Division Here 
was 245 in Division 3 


The excitement in Lowell in con- 


nection with the drawing of draft or- 
der numbers was very meagre in com- 
parison with that which attended the 
drawing a year ago. 


The men affected are those who reg- 


istered on the fifth of this month. To- 
day's numbers are of no real definite 
value to them, however, because they 
must return their questionnaires to 
the local exemption boards and be as- 
signed to classes 
before 
they will 


know just how far down or how far 
up they are in the draft. 
When they 


have returned their questionnaires and 
have been assigned to various classes, 
then they will have some idea where 
they stand. 
Each man who registered 


will be given a number on his regis- 
tration card and will be told in what 
class he has been assigned, according 
to his claims for exemption. Then he 
will look for that number in the list 
published below and that will tell him 
the order in which he stands in his 
class. 


Thus if a ma\i is found to be. all 


right for class one and is given the 
nunvber 10 on his registration card, 
then he will be tlie first called upon 
to go. If he is assigned to class two. 
he will be the first man to. go if his 
class if 
called. 
That is the question 


which the authorities in Washinglnn 
are discussing now—whether they will 
call men in class two or,have a ncv.- 
draft 
w i t h new age limits. 


The. largest number of registrants in 


any division in Lowell on June 5 of 
this year was 245 in division three. 
Thus only the first 245 numbers be- 
low 245 drawn today will have any 
'application locally. The Sun publishes 
the first .=.00 names so that if there are 
later registrants they will know where 
thej' stand. But for all immediate pur- 
poses only the first 245 numbers which 
do not exceed 245 apply. 
The first 


number drawn was 246; the second. 
1168. 
Neither one of these will affect 


Lowell men because there is no man 
hero with such n high number. 


No. 10, the 13th number drawn, will 


be the first one to have local applica- 
tion.

Efforts in West and on 
the Italian Front 


Along the western battle line as well 


as on the mountain and Piave sectors 
of the Italian front, the allied armies 
await further enemy efforts. 
Infantry 


activity is confined to local actions at 
various points. 


On the vital stretch of the battle- 


front, between .Ypres and Rheims the 
most important action of the past few 
days has been that in which the Amer- 
ican troops took from the Germans a 
commanding hill position near Belleau 
wood, northwest of Chateau Thierry. 
Besides gaining the hill the Americans 
took'264 prisoners, including seven offi- 
cers. From the hill they dominate the 
German positions for some distance 
beyond in the direction of Torcy. 
Expect New German Blow in West 


It is believed that the German com- 


mand is about ready to launch another 
stroke against the allied lines. 
The 


artillery activity remains about normal 
on important sectors, but aerial fight- 
ing has increased. Thirty-six German 
machines were brought down or forced 
to land in a damaged condition Tues- 
day by Franco-British airmen, while 
Berlin claims the 
destruction 
of 12 


allied airplanes the same day. 
German Air Raid on Paris 


German airplanes raided Paris Wed- 


nesday night. There is much sickness 
prevalent among the German troops, 
but this is not believed to be having 
any effect on plans for a renewal of 
the offensive.

Number of Prisoners Cap- 


tured by Americans Have

Americans Also Took Eleven

WITH THE AMERICAN FORCES 


ON THE MARNE, June 27—(By the

number of 


prisoners captured by the Americans

nomical use. 
In the plan of distribution 
which 


will now go into force, the less es- 
sential users of sugar,—that is, con- 
fectioners, soft drink manufacturers. 
:obacco manufacturers, et cetera, will 
be hit the hardest. 
The administra- 


tion regrets intensely any action that 
will cause hardship to any individual, 
but the situation is due to the Ger- 
mans, not to this government. 
There 


are a number of substitutes available 
:o the confectioners upon which no 
restrictions are placed. 


In order to secure justice in 
.dis- 


tribution and to make the. restrictive 
llans as effective as possible no man- 
ufacturer or wholesaler of sugar will 
be allowed after July 1st to sell sugar 
except to buyers who secure a certin- 
cate from the local food 
administra- 


tors, indicating the quantity they may 
buy. For the purpose of issuing these 
certificates the various users of sugar 
are divided into the following groups:

The socialists are elated at the suc- 


cess of the 
federal experiments ii 


government ownership since the war 
started, but owing to the conditions 
mentioned, the comparison is mislead- 
ing. There is this fact to be remem- 
bered, 
however, that utilities upon 


which.the government 
must depend 


very largely in time of war may wel 


- be taken over as a. precaution for 


safety. 


It will be -noticed that in order to 


enable the government to conduct the 
war successfully, personal liberty is in 
a. measure restricted or curtailed for 
the duration of the war; but this re- 
striction will be removed at the close 
of the war or as soon as peace is de- 
clared and then the old rule of abso- 
lute personal freedom except in violat- 
ing some law, will again be in full 
force. 


The despotic governments of Europe 


have cherished the hope that a democ- 
racy like the United States could never 
command the service of its people In 
war; but thanks to the sagacious lead- 
ership of President Wilson, that idea 
has been exploded forever. We 
are 


conducting a. war and punishing dis- 
loyalty as rigidly and promptly albeit 
humanely as could any other govern- 
ment. 


The power centered in 
President 


Wilson and the heads of his various 
departments explains our success. But 
this is to last only through the war. 


THE W. S. S. DRIVE 


While the government appeals to the 


people for the purchase of War Sav- 
ings stamps in order to help meet the 
expenses of the war, it could easily 
impose a revenue tax upon the neces- 
saries of life that would fall upon all 
according to the rate of consumption. 
But the government does not care to 
adopt that method, hoping that the 
people, the wage earners especially, 
will invest in these 
\Var 
Savings 


stamps as offering a suitable invest- 
ment for people of small resources. 


If the people should fail to take a 


general interest in the 
purchase of 


these stamps, the government may be 
obliged to adopt the other method by 
\vhich nobody could escape, as the tax 
would fall upon everything in the line 
of food and perhaps clothing, also. 


The government is anxious that we 


save all the money we can and when 
we buy the War Savings stamps, we 
are simply depositing our money with 
the government as we might in a 
savings bank. We are to receive in- 
terest upon it according to the regu- 
lations laid down so that in the time 
specified we can get back our cash 
with accrued interest. 


If we do as the government urges 


us. to do, this, then, will be the result: 
(1) We shall buy only those things 
necessary to maintain us In the best 
of health and spirits; (2) by refraining 
from 
buying unnecessary things we 


shall leave in the markets for govern- 
ment use a greater supply of labor 
and material with which to win a 
quicker victory; (3) by not frittering 
our money away on things that do not 
make for efficiency we shall keep our- 
selves in better health and increase 
our powers of production: (4) by in- 
vesting our savings in War 
Savings 


stamps we shall be putting aside for 
those days which inevitably come, if 
we live long enough, the 
means 
to 


greater happiness. 


When so much can be accomplished 


by joining in this War Savings cam- 
paign, why should we not do it? 


INTERVENTION IN RUSSIA 


There is much nonsensical talk ahout 


Japanese intervention in Russia and 
criticism of President Wilson for op- 
posing such intervention. Doubtless 
Japan is ready if such a course were 
approved by the Allies. 


Such opinions are based upon ignor- 


ance of the various difficulties involved 
or else of a misconception of the gen- 
eral situation. 


It must he admitted that since the 


Russo-Japanese war there has been a 
strong feeling of enmity in Russia. 
against Japan. The latter country ia 
looked upon with such jea-lousy that 
if she intervened, the German propa- 
ganda could easily convince the simple 
Russia.n people, that Japan was their 
enemy rathc-r than their friend. 


In this way Germany, that is ncnv 


despised by the Russians, could get 
them to unite unrior her control to 
drive out the Japanese. 
That would 


bo a most 
unfortunate result—just 


what Germany would like for the rea- 
son that it would give her thft Iirnt 
opportunity to u.se Russian 
soldiers 


for her own purposes. 


President 
Wilson

pable, energetic 
and. efficient,

above all, animated by the loftiest and 
most altruistic ideals. 


The secretary of the American Red 
ross mission, who visited 
the Ru- 


manian front in the snow-clad Car- 
pathian mountains late in the winter, 
was the first American that thousands 
of Rumanian soldiers had ever 
seen,

culosis work, but also to the com- 
monwealth and to the nation. While 
in Massachusetts no great need has as 
yet arisen to provide additional quar- 
ters for this purpose, there is not 
the slightest doubt, from the cases 
already found by the examination of 
those of draft age. that before the" 
war is ended there will be a larje 
number of men from the forces of the 
army and navy who have broken down 
under the stress and strain of military 
service, and have developed active tu- 
berculosis disease and who are in ur- 
gent need of treatment.

woods. A considerable number of them 
appeared to be carrying stretchers.

"Our own troops bore their full share 


of the day's activities, advancing and 
returning the enemy's intentions in the 
matter of artillery fire. After a burst 
of fire on a cluster of woods, a num- 
ber of the enemy were seen running 
away in all directions. All of our units 
sent out patrols which effectively re- 
connoitered the hostile positions. 
"In the Cheateau-Thierry region the 


day of June 21 to June 22 produced no 
marked developments. In the absence 
of infantry action artillery played the 
leading part. 
The German artillery 
was active in the same manner as on 
the preceding days and to a somewhat 
greater extent; German airplanes were 
also present in somewhat greater num- 
bers. 


"In the rear the same small groups 


were again seen, and once again ou 
artillery fire had marked effect, drivin 
back Into the woods near Llcy Farm 
group of men who had attempted t 
emerge. The German infantry seeme 
to give most of its attention to th 
Eelleau Woods and 
to checking ou 


patrols.

NO FALSE ECONOMY IN WAR WORK 


We are not handling an ordinary business proposition today, 


nor some municipal or political question. Let us face.that fact. 
The problem we have on hand is one of life or death—yes, lives 
or deaths—and maybe'to 3'ou and yours. Don't feel so compla- 


. ceutly safe, thinking you will get by with so little sacrifice. 


If the German Military Machine got control-and pounced down 


on Lowell, the first thing would be a demand for $1,000,000—ONE 
MILLION DOLLARS! What would the Mayor do then'? Well, we 
guess he'd call the bankers together, tabulate the moneyed men 
and resources of Lowell, and apportion certain amounts for each to 
guarantee, and the money would be raised. It would not be done 
voluntarily, nor by normal assessment and taxes in form, but by 
urgent, vigorous and arbitrary demand—practically confiscation. 


We have not come to that serious situation yet, but we have 


Public Safety Committees all over the country. 
We have one in 


Lowell, and also a Finance Committee, which cheeks up the ex- 
pense accounts very carefully; in fact, goes sovfar that economy 
may stifle urgent and necessary war work, as those willing to give 
their services voluntarily are not sure of financial assistance for 
the necessary expenses, and under the pressure of economy, either 
curtail their activities or decline to serve, though many are meeting 
the expenses out of their own pockets. 


This is no time for economy in War Work. There are no prece- 


dents for budgets, and no timeto make them. There arc many will-' 
ing, loyal workers, and many movements and efforts in the direction 
of service to the country being made. Many things are being asked 
of us; Lowell is called upon to hold meetings and conferences; to 
organize; to distribute information; to give publicity to many impor- 
tant things; to establish bureaus; to enroll; to lake records and 
statistics for all sorts of purposes. 


It is not for us to judge and declare any of them unnecessary 


when they come from the right quarter. Most all from any quarter 
are for the good and useful, but they all cost money for necessary 
expense for which there should be a liberal and sufficient War Fund 
underwritten, generously subscribed to and generously dispensed, to 
guard the pockets of those who cannot afford to give in addition to 
their services. Economy and parsimonious holding up of War Work 
is the last thing the Lowell people should countenance. A strict 
accounting, however, must be insisted on. 


Let the Mayor and the bankers and moneyed men of Lowell 


get their War Fund underwritten, and put a big guarantee behind 
the Public Safety Committee, not to be paid over to the Germans, 
but to defeat them as quickly as possible, and let all the good work 
go on—the more the better. 


It is a problem of Life and Death we have to carry on. No 


false economies in War Work. No fear of graft or undue extrava- 
gnnce. Without faith in good faith, we shall not get( anywhere.

them suffrage.

"In my section of the country, we 


can't-afford to do what this resolution 
wishes to be done," he said. •

"While the speech-making proceeded 


leaders of both factions maneuvered 
and negotiated in a dispute over taking 
a vote today. Opponents of the reso- 
lution insisted that two suffrage sena- 
tors should arrange a pair for Senator 
James uf Kentucky, an opponent of the 
resolution, absent on account of ill- 
ness.

My home was in Prague .before the

indicates .a 
reasonable 
expectation 


from all sources of about 
1,600,000 


tons of sugar for United States con- 
sumption, during the last halt1 of the 
present year. This is based upon the 
maintenance of the present meagre al- 
lied ration. An improvement in ship- 
ping conditions would of course re- 
lieve this situation as 
quantiites of 


sugar are in unavailable markets. We 
must, however, base the distribution of 
sugar during the 
next 
six months 


upon.the above footing. 
After that 


period the new West Indian crop will 
be available. 


This supply of 1.600,000 tons neces- 


sitates a considerable reduction in our 
consumption. 
To 
provide 
three 


pounds of sugar per month per person 
for household use, to take care of our 
army and navy and to provide for the 
necessary preservation of fruit, 
milk, 


et cetera, will require about 
1,500,000 


tons of sugar for tho six months. A 
household consumption of three pounds 
per month per person, together 
with 


the special allowance for home can- 
ning means a reduction of some 25 
per cent, in these branches 
of 
con- 


sumption from normal but it is still 
nearly double the ration in the allied 
countries and is ample for every eco- 
nomical use. 
In the plan of distribution which 


will now go into force, the less es- 
sential users of sugar,—that is, con- 
fectioners, soft drink 
manufacturers, 


tobacco manufacturers, et cetera, will 
be hit the hardest. 
The administra- 


tion 'regrets intensely any action that 
will cause hardship to any individual, 
but the situation is due to the Ger- 
mans, not to this government. 
There 


are a. number of'substitutes • available 
to the confectioners upon 
which no 


restrictions are placed. 


In order to secure justice in 
dis- 


tribution and to make the 
restrictive 


plans as effective as possible no man- 
ufacturer or wholesaler of sugar Will 
be allowed after July 1st to sell sugar 
except to buyers who secure a certifi- 
cate from the local food 
administra- 


tors, indicating the quantity they may 
buy. For the purpose of issuing these 
certificates the various users of sugar 
are divided into the following groups: 


A. Candy makers, soft drinks, soda 


fountains, chewing gum, chocolate and 
cocoa manufacturers, 
tobacco 
manu- 


facturers, flavoring extracts, 
invert 


sugar, syrups, sweet pickles,' wines, 
et cetera. 
B. Commercial canners, vegetables, 


fruit, milk, medicinal 
purposes, 
ex- 


plosives, glycerine, et cetera. 


C. 
Hotels, restaurants, clubs, din- 


ing cars 
and 
steamships, 
boarding 


houses, hospitals, 
public 
institutions 


and public eating places generally, in 
which term are included all boarding 
houses who take care of 25 persons 
or more. 
D. Bakers and 
cracker 
manufac- 


turers of all kinds. 
B. Retail stores and others selling 


for direct consumption. 


Every person 
in these 
categories 


must, before July 1st. 
or 
as 
soon 


thereafter as the local food adminis- 
trator determines, make a 
statement 


upon a form that will 
be 
provided 


showing the sugar they hold or have 
in transit on July 1st. 
All stocks in 


excess of three months' supply at the 
rate of consumption that will be al- 
lowed in each concern, will be requi- 
sitioned by the administrators and re- 
distributed at once. 
Any stock less 


than 90 days but in excess of 30 days 
must ba held subject to the local ad- 
ministrator for distribution if neces- 
sary, depending much upon 
remote- 


ness from source of supply. It is man- 
ifestly unfair for any one to be over- 
stocked in such a situation as this as 
it must prejudice the common interest 
of regular flow of supplies. 
Our na- 


tional sugar supply does 
not 
come 


from stocks but arrives in 
monthly 


amounts and any attempt to provide 
ahead results in shortage. 
Any at- 


tempts to accumulate stocks in the in- 
terim between now and July 1st, will 
te useless, and may lead to difficulties 
for the food administration -will con- 
strue any such attempts by 
dealers 


and manufacturers as 
hoarding 
and 


upon conviction as punishable by fine 
or imprisonment. 
While In law 
the 


same rule might be applied to house- 
holders, the food administration pro- 
poses to rest upon the honor and co- 
operation of the householders not to 
hold more than a 30 day supply upon 
the basis of three pounds per person 
in the household.

GOVERNMENT CONTROL IN WAR 


There is a tendency in some places 


to extol government ownership as a 
result of the success with which the 
government is conducting railroads, 
shipyards, munition factories and vari- 
ous other manufacturing plants. 


It is true the experiment is a suc- 


cess thus far, but it must be renu'm- 
bered that the government is in a 
great, war and has the power to com- 
mandeer and coerce that it could nev- 
er have in times of peace. 


Moreover, the people are loyal to 


the government and ready to aid it to 
an extent far beyond what they would 
do if we had no war; so that it is 
hardly correct 
to hold up present 


conditions of ownership as illustrating 
what we might expect in peace times. 


The socialists are elated at the suc- 


cess of the federal experiments in 
government ownership since the war 
started, but owing to the conditions 
mentioned, the comparison is mislead- 
ing. There is this fact to be remem- 
bered, however, that utilities upon 
.which the government must depend 
very largely in time of war may well 
be taken over as a precaution 
for 


safety. 


It will be noticed that in order to 


enable the government to conduct the 
war successfully, personal liberty is in 
a measure restricted or curtailed for 
the duration of the war; but this re- 
striction will be removed at the close 
of the war or as soon as peace is de- 
clared and then the old rule of abso- 
lute personal freedom except in violat- 
ing some law, will again be in full 
force. 


The despotic governments of Europe 


have cherished the hope that a democ- 
racy like the United States could never 
command the service of1 its paople in 
war; but thanks to the sagacious lead- 
ership of President Wilson, that idea 
has been exploded forever. 
We 
are 


conducting a war and punishing dis- 
loyalty as rigidly and promptly albeit 
humanely as could any other govern- 
ment. 


The power centered in 
President 


Wilson and the heads of his various 
departments explains our success. But 
this is to last only through the war. 


enlightened or once Russia organizes 
a responsible government, the Allies 
will send relief, but good care will be 
taken that Germany will not be able 
to make capital out of any step they 
may take to benefit the Russian peo- 
ple. 
It is this consideration alone that 


prevents them from giving Japan full 
authority to go ahead. Should Ger- 
many advance towards Petrograd such 
intervention may be imperative; but 
it may be possible to use Japanese 
troops to better advantage at some 
other point., 


THE W, S. S. DRIVE 


While the government appeals to the 


people for the purchase of War Sav- 
ings stamps in order to help meet the 
expenses of the war, it could easily 
impose a revenue tax upon the neces- 
saries of life that would fall upon all 
according to the rate of consumption. 
But the government does not care to 
adopt that method, hoping that the 
people, the wage earners especially, 
will invest in these 
War 
Savings 


stamps as offering a suitable invest- 
ment for people of small resources. 


If the people should fail to take a 


general interest in the 
purchase 
of 


these stamps, the government may be 
obliged to adopt the other method by 
which nobody could escape, as the tax 
would fall upon everything in the line 
of food and perhaps clothing, also. 


The government is anxious that we 


save all the money we can and when 
We, buy the War Savings stamps, we 
are simply depositing our money with 
the government as we might in a 
savings bank. We are to receive in- 
terest upon it according to the regu- 
lations laid down so that in the time 
specified we can get back our cash 
with accrued interest. 


If we do as the government urges 


us. to do, this, then, will be the result: 
(1) We shall buy only those things 
necessary to maintain us In the best 
of health and spirits; (2) by refraining 
from 
buying unnecessary things we 


shall leave in the markets for govern- 
ment use a greater supply of labor 
and material with which to win a 
quicker victory; (2) by not frittering 
our money away on things that do not 
make for efficiency we shall keep our- 
selves in better health and increase 
our powers of production; (4) by in- 
vesting our savings in War 
Savings 


stamps we shall be putting aside for 
those days which inevitably come, if 
we live long enough, the 
means to 


greater happiness. 


When so much can be accomplished 


by joining in this War Savings cam- 
paign, why should we not do it? 


THE WAR MOTHER 


"I wish," wrote a boy "over there" 


to a pal still in the U.S.A., "that you'd 
drop around and see mother once in a 
while. She writes fine smiling letters 
but somehow or other I have a feeling 
that she is hiding a lot of tears. Tell 
her I'm all right—and make her believe 
ill" 


Not a few of our wonderful fighters 


standing there in the bomb and bayo- 
net line are worrying more about the 
mothers they have left behind them 
than about the Bodies in front of 
them. And many of these mothers, 
too, are hiding tears 
while writing 


"smiling letters" to their sons. 


It would be mighty fine and of in- 


calculable assistance 
in waging this 


war to lessen the soldier son's worry 
and dry the soldier mother's tears. 
We ought to make every boy "over 
there" feel sure that his mother is 
getting plenty of help, sympathy and 
sunshine of love from those who stay 
at 
home. We should convince him, 


too, that he is fondly remembered by 
all his old friends. That done, he will 
worry less, and fewer mother tears 
will dampen the letters she writes to 
him. 


That Is the supreme purpose of the 


war mothers of America—and by do- 
ing that these mothers go far toward 
bringing final victory home to America. 
But this is not all the war mothers' 
organizations 
hope 
to 
accomplish. 


They want to bring to bear upon all 
war work the great force of their unit- 
ed strength, in food conservation, in 
Liberty -Loan drives, boosting wartime 
thrift and saving, and aiding all those 
war charities so necessary to relieve 
suffering and save life in our war 
camps among the peoples with whom 
we stand in democracies war. 


No other person can help a war 


mother as much, nor sympathize with 
her so sincerely, nor drive away her 
war clouds as well as another war 
mother.

STATE HOUSE, Boston, June 87.—In 


order that Massachusetts may be pre- 
pared to care for her soldier: who 
develop tuberculosis while engaged In 
national service, the trustees of the 
Massachusetts hospitals for consump- 
tives are already making plans for re- 
ceiving the men and nursing them 
back to health. One of the first steps 
in their program will be the erection 
of additional buildings at the North 
Reading, Lakeville. Rutland and West- 
field sanatoria. 


If treated in time and lUider prop- 


er conditions, an exceedingly large 
percentage of the men can be cured, 
and It Is the determination of 
the 


trustees that they shall be ready when 
the men come, and that conditions for 
tte treatment shall be the best pos- 
sible. 


"The question of tuberculosis ani 
the war," the trustees say in a state- 
ment, issued today, "Is one -of vital 
importance, not only to those of us 
who are specially engaged in tuber- 
culosis work, but also to the com- 
monwealth and to the nation. While 
In Massachusetts no great need has as 
yet arisen to provide additional quar- 
ters for . this purpose, there is not 
the slightest doubt, from the cases 
already found by the examination of 
those of draft age, that before the 
war is ended there will be a large 
number of men from the forces of the 
army and navy who have broken down 
under the stress and strain of military 
service, and have' developed active tu- 
berculosis disease and who are in ur- 
gent need of treatment. 


"There must be adequate provision 


for these men, and there must be no 
delay in admitting them to proper in- 
stitutions. While it would be possible 
to build additional pavilions and wards 
of simple construction at our state 
sanatoria for such patients at compar- 
atively short notice, neither the kitch- 
en facilities nor the power nor ad- 
ministrative plants are 
sufficient 
in 


any of "our sanatoria to stand the in- 
creased strain. 
We cannot overem- 


phasize the importance of this sub- 
iect and the need of preparedness in 
:his direction."

WASHINGTON, 
June 27.—Belated 


reports, giving for the first time a 
descriptive story of what the Ameri- 
can trops have been doing northwest 
of Chateau-Thierry since June 20, are 
contained in General Pershing's com- 
munique for yesterday, received today 
at the war department. 
It follows: - 


"Section A—-There have been 
no 


fresh developments at points occupied 
by our troops. 


Section B—For our troops in the Cha- 


teau-Thierry region the 24 hours from 
noon, June 20, to noon, June 21, were 
quiet as compared with the many days 
of great activity which they have re- 
cently experienced. 
The German artil- 
'ery continued to shell both our front 
lines and rear areas, distributing its 
fire rather impartially over the sec- 
tor.- 


"The 
Clerembotith 
and 
Marette 


woods, Lucy le Bocage, Triangle farm, 
Lethiolet and Boureches all received 
their share. So did the Paris road in 
our other principal lines of communi- 
cation, but the number of shells used 
was moderate for this locality and 
most of them were of small or medium 
calibre. 


,"The fire was of various sorts, 'some 


of the harassing sort directed against 
our billets in rear areas at intervals 
during the day and night, and some for 
the obvious purpose of cutting 
our 


communications. As usual some of the 
lower and wooded areas were shelled 
with gas, but high 
explosives 
and 


shrapnel were frequently employed. 


"The German machine guns were 


active against our, lines, especially in 
the vicinity of Bouresches, and snipers 
were active near the edges of the Bois 
do Belleau and around the Bouresches 
railroad station. 
~ 


"The enemy made one of his custom- 
ary attempts to ambush an Ameri- 
can patrol in the vicinity of Tafournay 
farm, but his ambnsh party was caught 
and dispersed 
by our fire. German 


airplanes were active along our front, 
paying particular attention to the right 
half. In the rear of the German line 
small groups were - seen in constant 
motion passing along the roads be- 
tween the various farm 
towns 
and 


woods. A considerable number of them 
appeared to be carrying stretchers. 
Wagons, automobiles and artillery cais- 
sons also were in constant movement, 
but in not more than customary num- 
bers. 


"Our own troops bore their full share 


of the day's activities, advancing and 
returning the enemy's intentions in the 
matter of artillery fire. After a. burst 
of fire on a. cluster of woods, a num- 
ber of the enemy were seen running 
away in all directions. 
All of our units 


sent out patrols which effectively re- 
connoitered the hostile positions. 


"In the Cheateau-Thierry region the 


day of June 21 to June 22 produced no 
marked developments. In the' absence 
of infantry action artillery played the 
leading part. 
The German artillery 


was active in the same manner aa on 
the preceding days and to a somewhat 
greater extent; German airplanes were 
also present in somewhat greater num- 
bers. 


"In the rear the same small groups 


were again seen, and once again our 
artillery fire had marked effect, driving 
back into the woods near Licy Farm a 
group of men who had attempted to 
emerge. 
The German infantry seemed 


to give most 'of its attention to the 
Belleau Woods and 
to checking our 


patrols. 


"One of oin- parties southwest of 


Waux encountered lively rifle and ma- 
chine gun fire, and from the same point 
there was considerable sniping on our 
lines. Bouresches and 
the Belleau 


Woods again received special attention 
from the German machine sun detach- 
ments. German snipers retained their 
positions of the. day 
before. 
Our 


troops, as usual, returned what they 
received both in artillery fire and -snip- 
ing, 
while our patrols were continually 


active."

He said in tile letter that the Ger- 


mans are now using a new form

gas and thai, while his company was 


the 'trenches, a hospital with 100 


patients was shelled. 
One of the sen- 


tries roused the wounded soldiers and 
warned 
them to put 
on their gas 


lasks after the first shell exploded 


The sentry had succeeded in rousing 
all the hospital attendants and was 
about to adjust his oWn mask, when 
le fell over and died almost instantly. 
The spirit shown by the sentry was 
praised by Lieut. Wood, who remarked 
n his letter that if the sentry had 
flrst adjusted his own mask, he would 
not have been able to give the warn- 
ng to the wounded. 


Lieut. Wood in his letter also said 


hat the Germans had striven hard 
o capture American prisoners while 
his company was in the trenches on its 


ecent tour, but had failed, some pris- 
oners captured stating that Americans 
were wanted as the German officer? 
were anxious to obtain one of the new 
gas masks being used by the Aineri- 
ans. 


The brutality and savagery of the 


Germans is also spoken of in the let- 
er, Lieut. Wood stating that a wound- 
d German who was being taken to a 


first dressing- 
station 
attempted to 


tab one of the stretcher bearers, but 
nstead "died of unknown cause." 


When a-detail of 20 Germans came 
cross No Man's Land, Lieut. Wood 
aid the company captain talked with 
hem in German, telling them that if 
hey wished to surrender to come in 
ingly. as they were shouting "Kame- 
ad," but the detail continued toward 
he American line and, as they did not 
bey the captain's command, they were 
i'iped out by machine gun fire.

NO FALSE ECONOMY IN WAR WORK 


We are riot handling an ordinary business proposition today, 


nor some municipal or political question. Let us face that fact. 
The problem we have on hand is one of life or death—yes, lives 
or deaths—and maybe to you and yours. 
Don't feel so compla- 


cently safe, thinking you will got by with so little sacrifice. 


If the German Military Machine got control and pounced down 


on Lowell, the first thing- would be a demand for $1,000,000—ONE 
MILLION DOLLAKS! What would the Mayor do then? 
Well, we 


guess he'd call the bankers together, tabulate the moneyed men 
and resources of Lowell, and apportion certain amounts for each to 
guarantee, and the inonej' would be raised. It would not be done 
voluntarily, nor by normal'assessment and taxes in. form, but by 
urgent, vigorous and arbitrary demand—practically 
confiscation. 


We have not come to that serious situation yet, but we have 


Public Safety Committees all over the country. 
We have one in 


Lowell, and also a Finance Committee, which checks up the ex- 
pense accounts very carefully; in fact, goes so far that economy 
may stifle urgent and necessary war work, as thos,e.willing''to give 
their services voluntarily are not sure of financial assistance for 
the necessary expenses, and under the pressure of economy,, either 
curtail their activities or decline to serve, though many are meeting 
the expenses out of their own pockets. 


This is no time for economy in War Work. Tlrere are no prece- 


dents for budgets, and no time to make them. There are many will- 
ing, loyal workers, and many movements and efforts in the direction 
of service to the country being made. Many things nre being asked 
of us; Lowell is called upon to hold meetings and conferences; to 
organize; to distribute information; to give publicity to many impor- 
tant things; to establish bureaus; to enroll; to take records and 
statistics for all sorts of purposes. 


It is not for us to judge and declare any of them unnecessary 


when they come from the right quarter. Most all from any quarter 
are for the good and useful, but they all cost money for necessary 
expense for which there should be a liberal and sufficient War Fund 
underwritten, generously subscribed to and generously dispensed, to 
guard the pockels of those who cannot afford to give in addition to 
their services. Economy and parsimonious holding up of War Work 
is the last thing the Lowell people should countenance. 
A strict 


accounting, however, must be insisted on. 


Let the Mayor and the bankers and moneyed men of Lowell 


get their War Fund underwritten, and put a big guarantee behind 
the Public Safety Committee, not to be paid over to the Germans, 
but to defeat them as quickly as possible, and let all the good work 
«-o on—the more the better. 
)

false economies in War Work. 
No fear of graft or undue extrava-
